New York, Feb. 28.—Only the legal 
ph ases of what the Eastern trunk line 
railroads propose to do In the face of 
the decision of the Interstate com­ 
merce commission denying increased 
freight rates were considered at the 
general conference held in New York. 
It was a conference exclusively of gen­ 
eral counsel, in which executive heads 
and bankers, so far as can be learned, 
took no part. 
Fifteen attorneys dis­ 
cussed the situation for several hours! 
in the offices of Vice President A. H. 
Harris of the New York Central, who 
is the head of the legal department of 
the Central’s lines. 
After the confer­ 
ence Mr. Harris made the following 
statement: 
“ A conference of counsel of some of 
the Eastern lines was held for the 
purpose of considering 
the freight 
rate decision handed down by the in­ 
terstate commerce 
commission. 
No 
conclusion was 
reached 
as 
to the 
course the companies would decide to 
follow and might not be for some 
days.” 
It is believed that, while the disrus 
cion hinged upon the question of the 
constitutionality of the Mann-Elkins 
bill, 
the 
fifteen 
attorneys 
present 
came to no decision whether the con­ 
stitutionality of the bill would be at­ 
tacked. 
It is understood that the confer­ 
ences of ^he attorneys will continue in­ 
formally for several days. 
W all stn-et interprets the change in 
plans—that is, the abandonment of the 
general conference idea, which was to 
have been in the nature of an indig­ 
nation meeting—to a shift in senti­ 
ment.

Nev., be­ 
tween state police and posses of stock­ 
men on the one side and a band of 
twelve Shoshone Indians on the other 
eight of the Indians were slain and 
the remaining four captured. 
Ed Ho- 
gle of Eagleville, a member of Cap­ 
tain Donnelly’s company of state po­ 
la n d I 
was billed by the Indians. 
The Indians were charged with the 
murder of four wealthey stockmen in 
northern Washoe county on Jan. 19 
and had been trailed by posses since 
the finding of the bodies of the stock­ 
men on Feb. 8. 
Of the eight Indians killed two were 
squaws and two mere children. Those 
captured are a squaw and three chil­ 
dren. 
It is declared 
in dispatches 
from the scene of the combat that the 
squaws and children fought side by 
side with the bucks against the offi­ 
cers. 
The dispatches state also that 
the loot taken from the bodies of the 
murdered stockmen was found with 
the band. 
Coroner Buckley of Golconda, In re­ 
sponse 
to a telegram, left for the 
scene of the fight to hold an inquest. 
The bodies of the dead Indians and 
the prisoners, as well as that of Hogle, 
will be taken to Winnemucca.

"The oasis of Agra rn or Fachi, peo- 
I pled by Kanowris, with a few Tou- 
bous, is situated about iiiM> kilometers 
east of Air and 150 kilometers west of 
Bi I ma. 
Its dimensions are approxi­ 
mately twelve kilometers from north 
to south by four kilometers from east 
to west. 
"Beyond a few dates of inferior qual­ 
ity the place produces nothing of value 
save salt, but since this is in demand 
throughout the whole of central Afri­ 
ca the inhabitants receive in exchange 
for it ail t lit* necessaries of I if**, such as 
maize, rice, millet, meat, goods and 
garments, leather, tools, etc. 


T r e a s u r e A m p l y D e f e n d e d . 
"But these treasures so dearly bought 
must be zealously protected from pil­ 
lage. 
Within tin* interior of the village 
they have built a vast rectangular in­ 
closure flanked by a tower at each 
corner. 
This rectangle is about eighty 
meters long by fifty meters wide. The 
walls are some twelve meters high and 
four thick at the base. 
"These walls are built with stones 
brought 
front 
the rocky mountains 
which border the oasis on the east, 
mixed with natron from the salt wells 
and even with Mocks of salt, the whole 
cemented with clay. 
Loopholes run 
along the walls and the facades of the 
towers. 
In th*1 center of tin* open 
court thus inclosed is a well giving 
abundance of fresh water. 
"A single opening gives access to 
tin* interior of tilt* Inclosure. 
It is 
closed by a solid gate made of thick 
planks and kept carefully locket! and 
bolted. 
'Flit* key is held by a special 
guard, designated by tin* chief of the 
tribe. 
This guard sleeps inside and 
is responsible for the safety of the 
property. 
This arrangem ent enables 
the inhabitants to have only a few 
days* provisions and the most neces­ 
sary tools and clothing in their own 
houses. 


C o m p r e s s e d F o o d Us ed . 
"The meat is dried as in tither regions 
of central Africa, but vegetables are 
conserved after a method of their own 
invention. 
Onions, beans, spinach and 
other native vegetables are dried and 
then compressed into a sort of hard, 
dry cake, se solid that neither nir nor 
humidity can penetrate it, thus insur-1 
lug its keeping. 
When needed for use 
these cakes are broken Into fragm ents 
and soaked in w ater till the vegeta­ 
bles assume their original form. 
"The fortified inclosure has another 
use. When hands of robbers are spied, 
threatening spoliation or even capture 
and slaver?-, the entire populace takes 
refuge within its walls. 
The women 
and children and the ag ed .occupy the 
court and the gallery, while the able­ 
bodied men man the walls and towers 
to repel (Ii;* invaders or lie sheltered 
>n the roof of the gallery. 
"To those familiar with tile indo­ 
lence and tin* lack of initiative and 
forethought of the African negroes in 
general when left to their own devices 
these ingenious arrangem ents will ap­ 
pear very remarkable."
